We want these men who rail at slavery to 
show us something better for the white and 
black man; to give us some general system; 
for the white man and the negro can't stand 
on the same level. Laws can't make them do 
so; and in a system involving so much of hu- 
man interest, so much of happiness and mis- 
ery, we deem it wild, extravagant and reck- 
less to pull down before we know how to build 
up. The system of slavery has grown up aut 
of the necessities of the two races in contact, 
and what has been the growth of ages can't 
be charged by revolution; It requires ages to 
change, and the change must ccme eut of the 
same necessities acting on the parties con- 
cerned. 

We don't think it incumbent on as to go 
into any defense of slavery in the abstract. A 
great deal of nonsense has been written on 
this subject. We grant that If the negro can 
do better for himself and bis posterity in any 
other condition, without more injury to the 
white man, K is the duty of the latter to give 
him a chance. Oar opinion is, be can da no 
better, nor as well as he has been dolcg. To 
net the negro free sad in competition with the 
white man, would be cruel. We had aa soon 
think of setting all the boys of twelve free, 
and all the (fctls ol tan, under the idea of uni- 
vetaal freedom . They wo aid La about as com- 
petent as thie negro race now. 

It seems tons that just now is the most un- 
propiiioas time to dJaturb the condition of the 
negro. Iha white man is making a rather 
poor demonstration of his capacity to main- 
tain free Insulations. He can hardly take care 
of himself and bis Government. His i :al for 
negro freedom had better be postponed until 
he secures his own. This political revolution

The rebels are 
snowing renewed activity along tbe upper 
R<ppahannock, and are massing troops along 
U nited Stales and Kelly's fords. It U not, 
hpwevcr, thought they Intend to cross, thongh 
the prospects of an early battle begin to be 
discussed in the arm v. 

Tbe Tims*' special says it a recosnoiter- 
ing force sent out by Gen. Milroy at Winches- 
ter, arrived at Fairfax this evening. They 
came in via Aldie's Gsp, sad report no rebels 
visible in the country traversed. 

Great destitution prevails ia that part of 
Virginia, and there i* very Utile land under 
cultivation this season. 

The Herald's special says that Is considered 
by most military men that rebel strategy looks 
to rtcrossing the frontier, while every effort 
shall be put forth to crush Grant's army, lf he 
be not able to take Vicksburg by storm. He 
has acquired, by a moat perliaua movnuent, 
a foothold ia the rear of the citv, which cuts 
ofi the entire Yazoa region, and will thereby 
enable him, ir he is properly re-enforced, to 
pnah back the rebel base to the great river ot 
Alabama, and tbereby ensure the early fall of 
Vicksburg aud Port Hudson. 

The latest information from Vicksburg, re- 
ceived by the Government. Is contained ia an 
unofficial dispatch from Memphis, dated May 
87, which states that two boats from Vicks 
burg had Just reached MempMs. This would 
make the latest dates from Vi sburg to the 
2oth in.t., as it takes two days to run from 
VUksburg to Memphis. 

The itlegram says ao official dispatches 
were received by these boats, but they report 
the attack on Vicksburg was progressing, and 
that Grant was still gaining ground. It is also 
reported that General Carr and Col. Bloomer 
had been killed. 

Advices to Government from hsadqnarters 
Army of the fotcmac report the rebel pickets 
to-day ahoutsd acroas the river that the Yan- 
kees had taken Vicksburg. This ia undoubt- 
edly the opinion of the rebels oa the Ruppi- 
banuock, but whether correct or not time will 
show. 

Nothing has yet been heard from the move- 
ments of Gen. Johnston, bnt ha is undoubt- 
edly engaged In collecting his forces with ihu 
intt u ion of attacking Grant in the rear, but 
it is not believed he can obtain force enough 
before Vicksburg is carried to make a formid- 
able demonstration. 

When tbe boats above mentioned left Vicks- 
'burg.everythlog wa* going on well.and it la be- 
lieved here in official circles that the news of 
the final and complete capture of the place 
will be aoon received.

Washthoton, May 29. 
Mnrfrer Bboro advlceg to the 36th state, the 

movement commorjcid by a portion of 
BragR's army, under Breckinrirlire, hag be- 
come general, and Polk and Hardee have 
withdrawn their forca In ihe direction ol 
Vickeburg, thoaqrh Bngz keeDs his head 
quarters at Shelbyville as if to watch Rose- 
crass. 

A letter dated the 20th state* that Col- 
burn's division of Brsee's army has been ac- 
'ually sent to Mississippi, and Braeg*s army 
is now failing back to the line of Tennessee. 

A Mtirfreesboro dispatch of the 28th says 
Grant, at the latest advices, was still in posi- 
tion before Vicksburg. 

The rebel accounts of six unsuccessful ar- 
s-iults are exaggerations. They seem to have 
magnified t vety rrconnoissance into an as- 
sault. It seems certan, however, that once 
since Saturday Grant did make a pretty gen- 
eral assault, and failed to cirry the work9. 

Johnston has nat yet attacked Grant, but Is 
gathering his forces not far off. It was not 
supposed the city could hold out longer than 
the 28'.h under the tremendous fire of Grant's 
arlillery. 

Another Murfrcesboro dispatch says an 

order was rent to tbe camps list night to hold 
themselves lu eadiness to march at a mo- 
ments notice with rations. 

Reports of formidable demonstrations on 
our right are not confirmed, but there is pro- 
bably rebel force enough in that quarter to 
keep our troops on the watcn. 

A Memphis di«patch, of tbe 28th, says Gen. 
Carr and Lieut. Colonel Cameron, of tbe 34' h 
Indiana, are r< ported killed ; Captain Holman, 
of tbe 24. h Indiana, killed ; Lieut. Colonel 
Bacon had his right hand shattered while grap 
pline the colors of his regiment and endeav- 
oring to rally hia men under a murderous 
fire. 

A dispatch from Somerset* Ky., of the 23th, 
says about two hundred rebel cavalry made 
another dash to the north of the river this 
morning, and captured a few more of Wool- 
ford'a cavalry. The men escaped subsequent- 
ly, but lost their horses. 

Five thousand re-enforcements are reported 
to have arrived at Cumberland Gap. 

It is also rumored John Morgan has gone 
there. 

Our soldiers are waiting for the storm. 

Washington, May 29. 

An official d'gpatch to the War Deptrtmeat, 
received to day from General Ellet, command- 
ing the ram fleet, dated Helena, Arkansas, 
May H, says: Aa my command was descend- 
ing the riyer from Memphis May 23d, my 
commissary and quartermaster b )at was tired 
into from the Mississippi side by a band of the 
enemy with two piece* ol artillery, abont six 
miles above Austria. I returned yesterday and 
landed my force. The enemy had a few hours 
before my arrivil, captured a small trading 
steamer and burned her, taking her crew cap- 
ti?e8 and appropriating her freight. I could 
obtain no intelligence from the inhabitants by 
which to guide my movements. My cavalry, 
under Maj. Hubbard, 200 strong, came up with 
the enemy, 1,000 strong, all mounted, and 
eight miles cuL The flgat lasted nearly two 
hours. 

The Major was compelled to take shelter In 

a desirable position, whero he succeeded in 
repulsing the enemy, and drove them eff be- 
fore the infantry could come to hia relief. 
Our loss was two killed and nineteen 
wounded, most of them slightly. The enemy 
left live dead upon the field and eighteen mor- 
tally wounded, aad twenty-two stand of arms. 
We captured three prisoners. 

I burned tbe town ot Austria, having first 
searched every building. 

As the fire progressed the discharge of 
loaded firearms was like volleys of musketry 
the fire reached their hiding places and 
two heavy explosions of powder had also oc 
currcd. 

The Navy Department hss ordered the 
Vanderbilt to cruise in the latitude where the 
recent depredations of the AJibama were 
committed, and to visit Fernando de N 
ka, where the Alabama rendezvoused 

Upon reaching the West Indies, Admiral 
Wilkes instead of allowing her to carry out 
the orders of the Department, seized her aa 
his flagship, and at the latest dates she was 
cruising under his directions. 

Four thousand five hundred prisoners, cap- 
tured by Gen. Grant, arrived at Memphis to 
day. 

Dispatches from Grant, dated near Vicks- 
bnrii. May 25th, has been received at the War 
Department to day. They represent the siege 
of Vicksburg aa progressing finely, and that 
Gen. Grant is abundantly abl< 



Adjutant-General Thomas passed here to- 
day, en route to Louisville, very sick— so 
much so that it is thought he will have to 
abandon his labors for the present.

Up to the 5:h tbe French continued bom- 
barding Puebla, making little progress. 

Tbe authorities at the City of Mexico be- 
lieved the French would soon be compelled 
to abandon the seige of Pnebla. 

Comonfort had commenced an important 
movement— designed to get In the rear of 
tbe French and then throw his fifteen 
hundred troops into Puebla, and 
strengthen Ortega. On the 5th he tele- 
graphed to Juarez that the enemy are now a 
mi e and a half ft om our poaitiou. He keeps 
up a slight cannonading on Puebla. All his 
attention is directed toward my movements 
My line extends to San Jablo del Monte. The 
soldiers are very enthusiastic, and I Intend to 
profit by it.

J/catrs. Editors: The days are very warm 
and sultry. 

Gen. Grant's brilliaut victory has inspired 
every one with new hope, and all are enthusi 
astic over the cheering news. Last night six* 
ty-tight guna were fired from Fort Bruce in 
honor of the victories. It was indeed a grand 
and wildly enthusiastic scene. The sun sink- 
ing from behind a cloud into the clear and 
softly-defined horison; tbe blazing cannon, 
the attending volumes of smoke, the echoing 
thunder of tbe seige guns, and the deafening 
shouts of the soldiers gathered around the 
fort was a wild burst of patriotism indeed, 
and a glorious commemoration of the brilliant 
victoriea acquired by Gen. Grant and his vet- 
eran troops. 

A scout returned from the shoals yesterday. 
Lieu f . Bailey was \ n command. He got on 
the trail of a party of twelve guerrillas and 
hotly pursued them, but being unacquainted 
with the country, the guerrillas succeeded in 
reaching the Cumberland and fording it before 
he and his party came up. The river la so 
low now that it can be forded in many places. 

Numerous rebel bands to the number of 
several hundred, are reported to be concen- 
trating at the foot of the shoala this morning. 
Col. Bruce sends the Excelsior up, with one 
hundred sharpshooters on board, to disperse) 
them. II. B. 

Gen. Grant before Vicksburg —A cor- 
respondent from below says that Grant, ac 
cording to very latest advices, waa still in po- 
sition bef jre Vicksburg. The rebel accounts 
of the six ansucccesful assaults upon tbe city 
»re exaggerations. They aec m to have mag- 
nified every reconnaissance into an aaaault. 
It aeems certain, however, that once since 
Saturday Gen. Grant did make a -pretty gener- 
al attack upon the works, but failed to carry 
them, and concluded the place was too strong 
to be taken ia that way. Johnston has not 
yet attacked Grant, bat was gathering his 
forces at a point not far away. He managed 
in some way to send word to the garrison that 
If they would hold hold out for fifteen day a 
he would bring 100,000 men to their relief. This 
he said he would do if he was compelled to 
abandon every other portion of Lis depart- 
ment. It waa not supposed the city could 
hold out longer than yesterday at farthest 
under the tremendous fire of Grant's artil- 
lery.

The thief then 
attempted to make hii escape, but before pro- 
ceeding far hia saddle turned and he waa obli 
ged to digmount, which detained him a few 
mlnutea, aad in the meantime another citizen 
of Kokomo, who waa following, fired his rifle, 
tbe ball entering the thlel'a thi^h. He was 
then arrested and taken back to Kokomo. 
His accomplice escaped. 

l+f A skiff containing five boya waa upset 
in the Ohio river last Thursday afternoon, op 
posite Cincinnati, by the waves from the Main 
street ferryboat, and one of them, named Job 
Johnson, aged eleven years, drowned. He la 
a son of Mr. Charles Johnson, who resides on 
Third street, between Main and Johnston. 
The other boys would have shared his sad fate 
ant for the timely assistance rendered by a 
man named Arnold, who went to their rescue 
in a sk'ff.
